As far as I’m concerned, 
the United States State De- 
partment played no part in 
our release. 

For one thing, the State 
Department didn’t inform 
my parents of the arrest. 
My mother received a telegram 
from Dean Rusk telling her not 
to go to Germany. We have not 
even been contacted, as of yet, 
for a report. 

We entered West Berlin on 
Sept. 5 and planned to to East 
Germany the next day for sight- 
seeing. I was surprised to see 
uniformed men and women with 
arms patroling in the streets of

Our food consisted of three 
slices of black bread, a hunk of 
margarine and a_ teaspoon of 
jelly along with imitation coffee. 
The rest of our meals consisted 
of two thirds potatoes and rice. 


covery of hiterto unseen mys- 
teries of the deep will be shown. 

Captain Cousteau is given 
credit for the creation of the 
skin-diving sport and is consider- 
ed the sports foremost pioneer 
and prophet. With his book, “The 
Silent World,” a 3,000,000 copy 
best-seller of 1953 published in 
29 countries, he became diving’s 
foremost philosopher. His film 
of the same name won awards 
from Hollywood to Russia. 

Lee, who was born in Florida 
and grew up along the Mississippi 
River, has seen service as a sal- 
mon fisherman in Alaska, a life- 
guard, ditch digger, lumber hand, 
and sailor.

100 feet in diameter, with the flagpole in its center, will 
be set off from general student use as an official voting 
area. ; 

El Don’s ruler reveals that the entire black-topped 
area around the pole will be included, as well as the east 
steps to the library. 

Loitering will not be permitted in the polling area, 
and: anyone strolling into the circle wearing any type of 
campaign literature or voicing political opinions will be 
trundled off to the SFRB for sentencing. 

There is one commendable aspect to the new plan; 
voting booths will be provided, as urged in past issues 
of El Don. 

El Don’s suggestion for a polling place would be the 
Student Lounge. Opponents to this location state that it 
would be too inconvenient for voters, but it the same 
breath they state that they think campus élections should 
be modeled after national elections. Most voters off 
campus have to walk or drive several blocks to the pre- 
cinct voting place. 

Past elections held in the breezeway have seen elec- 
tion committee members having a hard time battling the 
continuous gusts of air. What will it be like out in the 
open air around the flagpole? In case of. rain, the polls 
cannot be legally moved to another location, because 
election procedure regulations pertain specifically to the 
flagpole area. 

If committee members had problems in the breeze- 
way, these will probably be magnified in the new loca- 
tion. Unless tents or umbrellas are provided, election 
officials will either cook slowly in the warm sunshine, 
spend their time chasing windblown ballots, or wilting 
in our famous brand of fog. 

It appears as though Council has once more jumped

But unlike Washington, Lincoln, Eisenhower, or Doo- 
ley, Astronaut John Glenn is honored because of a trip 
he has yet to make. ; 

Space has been on the frontpages of the newspapers 
every day this year. Each day has pointed out another 
failure or frustration. 

But unlike the bellow of indignation heard across the 
airways four years ago when America was attempting to 
match the feats of Russia’s Sputnik I and failing .. . the 
airways remained quiet this week and all was peaceful 
on the home front. 

Four years ago Americans claimed there was no 
race for space—the nation was too busy to duel with the 
Russian peasarits. But last week alone America tried to 
(1) spin five satellites into orbit with one shot, (2) land 
instruments on the moon, and (3) send Astronaut Glenn 
into an orbital flight around the world. 

Americans across the country were up in the wee 
hours of the morning two weeks ago to see the launching 
of an Atlas-D rocket that would take Glenn on his “out 
of this world” journey. 

They sat in front of their television sets and watched 
as Astronaut Glenn climbed into his capsule. They watch- 
ed as he climbed out of the same capsule 5 hours and 13 
minutes later ... when the flight was cancelled 20 min- 
utes before blast-off because of weather conditions. 

- The flight was rescheduled for a week later and can- 
celled .. . then re-rescheduled for February 13. If all goes 
as planned, the day before Valentine’s, American Astro- 
naut Glenn will ‘“‘come into his own” as a national hero .. 
If not that day—then in the words of Glenn ‘“‘There’ll be 
another day.” —C. A. S.

The Orange Coast encounter 
was the usual Don-Pirate thriller 
with the referees calling a total 
of 38 fouls. Orange Coast only 
outscored Santa Ana 42 to 40 
from the floor, but aided by the 
referees’ whistle the Pirates 
dumped in 18 points from the 
charity line. This provided the 
Pirates with their margin of vic- 
tory.

Passing Newsmen 

First coaches, then players and 
finally even newsmen _ threw 
passes to the manager who had 
decided that he would play end 
when the time came. All of his 
duties as manager were delegated 
to the youngsters who can al- 
ways. be found hanging around 
the practice field. 

Chuck Yager, the managing 
All-American, soon decided that 


he needed a number. Olivar said ’ 


that he couldn’t even picture any 
two digit number fitting on the 
short, little manager, but Yager 
chose the number 99. ‘Is that 
your weight?” quipped Olivar. 

Finally, Olivar threw in the 
towel and set up a play that the 
manager could use on an extra 
point try. It was a short swing 
pass to the right off a fake con- 
version kick. Yager caught 50% 
of the passes in practice—with 
no defense.
